TOURING  NOTES  <s  '  T 

This  route  between  Los  Angeles  and  Phoenix  is  a  favored 
one,  and  is  continually  traveled  by  motorists  at  all  seasons  of 
the  year.  Ordinarily  four  days  are  consumed  in  the  trip,  but 
this  may  be  shortened  by  hard  driving  or  lengthened  by  taking 
time  to  enjoy  the  many  interesting  and  beautiful  places  along 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  in  the  mountains  and  on  the  deserts.  There 
are  no  hardships  to  be  endured.  Although  it  is  hot  in  the 
deserts  in  summer,  the  air  is  clear,  dry  and  exhilarating. 

ACCOMODATIONS  AND  SERVICE 

The  hotels,  garages  and  resorts  illustrated  in  this  book  are 
of  a  high  class,  and  their  patrons  are  assured  of  courteous 
treatment. 

ROAD  SIGNS 

Between  Los  Angeles  and  the  Imperial  Valley  the  excellent 
signing  system  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Southern  California 
is  established.  Local  garages  have  placed  reliable  signs  in  the 
vicinities  of  Yuma  and  Phoenix. 

MAMMOTH  WASH 

The  Mammoth  Wash  is  four  miles  of  drift  sand  and  the 
worst  spot  on  the  route  to  negotiate.  After  wind  storms,  when 
the  wheel  tracks  have  been  freshly  filled  with  sand,  the  going 
is  very  heavy  and,  at  such  times,  some  enterprising  man  with  a 
te^m,  is  on  hand  to  lend  assistance  for  a  consideration.  Many 
drive  through  this  stretch  without  trouble,  but  it  is  best  to 
deflate  tires  to  about  30  or  40  pounds.  If  stalled,  try  backing 
30  feet,  thu;s  making  a  better  wheel  track.  Don’t  dig  under 
the  wheels,  but  cut  a  little  greasewood  and  mesquite  and  cor¬ 
duroy  a  Tort  stretch,  and  usually  a  start  can  be  secured  that 
will  carry  a  car  through. 

y'  RACES 

I  The  Los  Angeles-Phoenix  Road  Race  has  been  an  annual 
event  for  six  years.  The  date  is  usually  early  in  November, 

.  (  and  coincides  with  the  opening  of  the  Arizona  State  Fair.  The 
finish  is  at  the  Fair  Grounds  at  Phoenix.  The  1913  event  was- 
won  in  the  fast  time  of  1  8  hours  and  50  minutes,  over  a  longer 
route  than  the  present  one.  A  night  control  was  established 
at  Yuma  to  provide  daylight  driving  and  rest  for  the  racers. 

NEW  ROAD  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  present  distance  is  546.6  miles.  The  long  detour  to 
Black  Butte  has  been  eliminated,  and  between  the  Imperial 
Valley  and  Phoenix  considerable  work  is  under  way  and 
planned  that  will  further  shorten  the  mileage  and  permit  better 
time.  A  concrete  bridge  over  the  Gila  River  at  Antelope  Hill, 
east  of  Dome,  Arizona,  is  under  construction,  and  the  roads 
approaching  it  will  be  travelable  at  the  time  it  is  completed. 
The  U.  S.  Government  is  to  commence  the  construction  of  a 
bridge  over  the  Colorado  River  at  Yuma  in  1914. 

The  proposition  of  a  plank  road  over  the  sand  dunes,  be¬ 
tween  Holtville  and  Yuma,  if  carried  through,  will  shorten 
the  route  and  eliminate  the  worst  conditions  now  encountered.

The  SANTA  FE-GRAND  CANYON-NEEDLES  NATIONAL  HIGHWAY,  also  known  as  the  NATIONAL  OLD  TRAIL,  ROUTE,  is  here  shown  from  Los  Angeles  through  north¬ 
ern  Aiizona,  touching  the  Grand  Canyon  and  thence  through  New  Mexico.  From  I  rinidad,  Colo.,  the  route  continues  east. 

The  OCEAN  TO  OCEAN  HIGHWAY  is  from  Los  Angeles  via  Riverside  and  Redlands  to  Brawley,  and  crossing  Arizna  via  Phoenix,  the  Roosevelt  Dam,  Globe  and  Springer- 
ville.  From  Springerville  east  the  OCEAN  TO  OCEAN  HIGHWAY  and  the  NATIONAL  OLD  TRAILS  ROUTE  are  the  sane. 

The  BORDERLAND  ROUTE  is  shown  from  San  Diego  through  the  Imperial  Valley  to  Brawley,  from  which  point  it  is  tie  same  road  as  the  OCEAN  TO  OCEAN  I  1IGHWAY  to 
Phoenix  and  Mesa,  Arizona.  At  the  latter  point  the  BORDERLAND  runs  through  Southern  Arizona  and  New  Mexico  to  El  5aso,  Texas.  From  El  Paso  there  are  several  routes  to  the 
Eastern  and  Southern  States. 
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
